of the least possible fall, and keeping 
hillsides In hay and pasture as much 
as possible. 
It is advisable when plowing hill­ 
sides to work crosswise of tlx- slope 
rather than up and down and it is 
best to throw the furrow slice up bill, 
as this returns tbe soil to a certain 
extent as used, and on account of tbe 
position of the furrow slice permits 
a larger amount of tbe water to find 
Its way into tbe soil than Is the case 
when the furrow slice Is turned down 
hill. 
A reversible or slde-hill plow 
may be used to advantage. Cultiva­ 
tion should be practiced along the 
hillside as much as possible rather 
than up and down, and any small 
ditch Into which water from the cross­ 
rows runs should be protected by 
grass or by sowing oats. 
Hillsides can be further protected 
by alternating long narrow strips of 
cultivated crops with grain and hay. 
Terraces and channels may he devel­ 
oped at Intervals on steep hillsides to 
control the flow of the water when 
cultivated crops are to be grown. 
Ravines and water courses can be 
protected by stones which to a largo 
extent prevent the removal of the soil, 
or by grass, the roots of which hold 
the soil. Sometimes flumes of wood or 
metal are used in plac« ^ where the 
fall of the ditches is steepest. Occa­ 
sionally the course of the ditch is 
danmied with wire and brush which 
catches and holds the soil.

173 bushels. 
Wheat yields jumped from lfl.5 bush­ 
els to 27.4 bushels on 712 farms. The 
increase for oat? was from 38.6 bush­ 
els to 52.8 bushels on 344 farms. With 
beans 114 farmers stated that their 
crops averaged 13.2 bushels without 
fertilizer and 17.7 bushels with tho f«>r- 
tilizer treatment. Other observations 
seem to support those findings.

It is better to overdo the matter of 
evening feeding a little than to slight 
It.

It 1« advisable when plowing hill- 
shle« to w’ork cr<*sswise of the slope 
rather than up and down and it is 
best to throw the furrow slice up hill, 
aa this returns the soil to a certain 
extent as used, and on account of the 
position of the furrow slice permits 
larger amount of the w ater to find 
Its way Into the soil than la the case 
when the furrow slice la turned down 
hllL 
A reversible or slde-hll! plow 
may be need to advantage. Cultiva­ 
tion should be practiced along the 
hillside as much as poaslble rather 
than up and down, and any small 
ditch Into which w ater from the cross- 
rows runs should be protected by 
grase or by sowing oats. 
Hillside« can be further protected 
by alternating long narrow strips of 
cultivated crops with grain and hay. 
Terraces and channels may be devel­ 
oped at Intervals on steep hillsides to 
control the flow of the wrater when 
cultivated cropa are to be grown. 
Ravines and w ater courses can be 
protected by stones which to a large 
extent prevent the removal of the soli, 
or by grass, the roots of which hold 
the soil. Sometimes flumes of wood or 
metal are used in places where the 
fall of the ditches Is steepest. Occa­ 
sionally the course of the ditch is 
dammed with wire and brush which 
catches and holds the soil. 


On 100 farms potato yields were raised 
from 
115 bushels to 173 bushels. 
W heat yields Jumped from 16.5 bush­ 
els to 27.4 bushels on 712 farms. The 
Increase for oats was from 38.6 bush­ 
els to 52.8 bushels on 344 farms. With 
beans 114 farm ers stated that their 
crops averaged 13.2 bushels without 
fertilizer and 17.7 bushels with the f»*r- 
tlllzer treatm ent. O ther observations 
seem to support these findings.
